The first $40,000 of an estate 
would be exempt from taxation, 
Vinson said. Therefore, the rates 
would range from zero on a $40,000 
estate to 67.3 per cent on estates of 
$100,000,000 and up. 

On estates up to $1,000,000— 
which make up the bulk of all es- 
tates—the rates would run like this: 
0.4-per cent on a $50,000 estate; 1.7 
on $70,000; 42 on $100,000; 9.9 on

on $1,000,000.

“You will.‘recall,”, Garst wrote,

Chief of Police John H. Glassco 
told reporters Garst’s complaint 
would be investigated and “if any 
offenders are found they will be 
severely disciplined.” 
“I do not believe this happened, 
however,” Chief Glassco added. “All 
men on strike detail have specific 
instructions not to accept any- 
thing from either side in the dis- 
pute.

Soviet 1938 Plan Steps Up Wages 
And Production in All Industries 


Unrest Kept Down in 1937 by Steadily In- 
creasing Pay—New Program Empha- 
sizes Labor Productivity.

MOS“ OW, Dec. 1—Sharp in- 
creases in Soviet production and 
wages during the next year are 
called for in the 1938 industrial 
plan made public yesterday by 
‘| Vyacheslav M. Molotov, chairman 
of the Council of People’s Commis- 
sars (Premier). 

The first glimpse given the Soviet 
people of their Third Five-year Plan, 
which starts a month from today, 
shows that it will continue emphasis 
on heavy industries, with a special 
effort to increase labor productiv- 
ity. The plan provides for a total 
industrial production during 1938 of 
84,000,000,000 rubles. This figure is 
8 per cent higher than this year’s 
plan and 15 per cent higher than 
what is likely to be produced before 
the year’s end. 

From the figures published yes- 
terday, it is possible to compute for 
the first time the approximate eco- 
nomic cost of Russia’s last 12 
months of political uncertainty. In- 
stead of the 78,000,000,000 rubles of 
industrial production planned for 
1937, the Kremlin apparently ex- 
pects to achieve 73,000,000,000 rubles, 
This includes the year’s record har- 
vest. 

Steady Wage Increases. 

The figures of the 1938 plan also 

help to explain the apparent ab- 


ing the recent political troubles 

disclosing steady wage increases. 
The average monthly wage of the 
worker in heavy industry rose from 
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sence of any widespread unrest ae : 
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238 rubles in 1936 to 281 rubles in 
1937. The plan calls for a further 
increase in 1938 to 309 rubles. Some 
prices also have risen, but few for- 
eigners living in Moscow question 
the steady if slow risé in living 
standards which these figures dis- 
close. 


It also is apparent that the Soviet 
Union plans to continue concen- 
trating its major national efforts 
on the heavy machine and defense 
industries, which will produce more 
than half of the 1938 total, accord- 
ing to.the plan. Light industries 
are slated to produce articles for 
general consumption worth 16,000,- 
000,000 rubles. 

The editor of the Communist 
party newspaper Pravda described 
yesterday this planned output of 
shoes, clothes and other consump- 
tion articles as “the leading fea- 
tures of next year’s plan” by com- 
paring it with the 1937 plan's al- 
leged figure of only 10,000,000,000 
rubles.

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PACIFISM MUST GO 
IN CULTURAL LIFE 


Goal Is Every Citizen a 
Soldier, Col. Jost: Tells 
Students at University of 
Berlin. ?

BERLIN, Dec. 1. — The bluntest 
statement of the Nazi wmilitarist 
creed yet to appear was made by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Walter Jost, 
press chief of the War Ministry, in 
a lecture before students of the 
University Berlin last night. He 
said, in effect, that nearly every 
step taken by the Nazi authorities 
since they came to power was in- 
tended to gird the German nation 
for war—a war of defense, ot 


course. It was announced at the 
meeting that the lecture would not 
be reported in the German press. 
Condemning the “suicidal paci- 
fism,” which he said had been ram- 
pant in the Reich before Chancel- 
lor Adolf Hitler came to power, 
Jost explained: 
“The cultural clean-up also was 
in tue interest of the defense policy. 
Pacifist theaters, motion pictures 
and books have no place in Ger 
many. ... The complete agree- 
ment of the people with militarism 
is the Alpha and Omega of a 
healthy policy of defense. ... All 
the moral, spiritual, physical and 
material resources of the people 
must be mobilized.” 
Citizen a Soldier.” 

Even the judicial system, he said, 
was rapidly being whipped into 
line with the defense program. The 
goal, he said, was “every citizen 
soldier.” 
Considering the nation's First 
lines of defense, Jost divulged that 
the organisation of the German 
army was virtually complete, that 
the naval program would be com- 
pleted by 1942, and that the air 
force would be continually adapted 
“to the development of the air 
forces of surrounding countries.” 

Tearing off the mask with which 
Germany, in contrast to Italy, aas 
sought hitherto to veil the assist- 
ance she has rendered to the Span- 
ish rebels, the War Ministry of- 
ficial, with some juggling of dates, 
defended the German intervention 
as an indirect means of fighting 
Bolshevism’s spread from Moscow.

The British Prime Minister and the French For- 
eign Minister have concluded their conversations 
with a communique that may be of momentous sig- 
nificance in the world’s history.

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JERSEY JUSTICE. 


The C I O has encountered the powerful machine 
of Boss Frank Hague in Jersey City, and has lost 
the first engagement. Thirteen organizers were 
thrown into jail when they tried to carry on union- 
ization activities in the city. Seven of them were 
sentenced to five days each on charges of violating 


a city ordinance by distributing leaflets, and six | 


were held on default of $1000 bail on charges of un- 
lawful assembly. Forty other union representatives 
were escorted out of town. 

This is vigilanteism, pure and simple, in which the 
police, the city administration and the local judi- 
Clary are conniving. The right of labor organizers 
to explain unionism to workers is guaranteed spe- 
cifically by Federal statute, and is covered generally 
by Federal and state codes of civil rights. Despite 
this, however, such efforts are a crime in Jersey 
City, and workers’ meetings become “unlawful as- 
sembly.” Germany and Italy forbid workers to 
meet and discuss their grievances, but the principle 
is alien to democratic America. 

As to the leaflet distribution issue, the Jersey 
‘City authorities have the effrontery to set themselves 
against a recent decision of their own State’s Su- 
preme Court. Only a few days ago, the conviction 
of Nancy Cox on a charge of violating an Edgewater 
ordinance prohibiting leaflet distribution came before 
the court. The opinion by Judge J. L. Bodine freed 
the defendant, declafed the ordinance unconstitution- 
al and held that a municipality may not prevent a 
citizen from “handing to another citizen a e 
of historic and social interest.”

A Democratic Plan of Choosing J udges 


Summary of system recommended by committee of St. Louis Bar Association for re- 
forming appointment of Judges in Missouri; its safeguards against arbitrary choices 
and political domination; its improvement over “rubber-stamp” appointive scheme 
recently adopted in California; a consideration of some criticisms of the proposal.

DETAILED plan for a new system of se- 
Aue Judges in Missouri has been pre- 

pared and submitted to the St. Louis 
Bar Association, after months of study by 
the association’s Committee on Judicial Se- 
lection and Tenure. 

Its objective is double-barreled. On the 
one hand, it aims to prevent the selection 
of unqualified Judges by eliminating the 
“blind voting” that is inevitable under the 


present system of primary nomination and 


long ballots. On the other hand, it seeks 
to restore to the general voters the power, 
now vested in party. bosses, of determining 
who shall be retained in judicial office. 

As a practical means of achieving this 


objective, the plan adopts the recognized 


advantages of an appointive system, com- 
bined, however, with a machinery for in- 
suring the democratic right of the people 
to exercise intelligent and effective control 
in choosing its judiciary. . 

Stripped of its unavoidably numerous de- 
tails, the plan provides, in brief, that the 
power of nomination to judgeship shall be 
vested in State and local judicisry commis- 
sions, each consisting of laymen, lawyers 
and Judges of the appellate courts. The 
actual appointment is made by the Gover- 
nor, whose choice is restricted, however, to 
a limited list of nominees selected by the 
judiciary commissions. 

* ** — 

A Judge so appointed is to serve for a 
“trial period” of approximately two years, 
after which he is required to “run on his 
record”—that is to say, unopposed by any 
other candidate, on a non-political ballot, 
which asks the voter to determine the sim- 
ple question whether that Judge 
should be retained in office for a full term 
(12 years in the case of an appellate Judge, 


six years in the case of a lower-court. 
Likewise, at the end of each full 
term, the incumbent Judge again comes

Answer: It is considered the ob- 
ligation of the bridesmaids and 
ushers to pay for their traveling 
expenses as well as their own 
clothes.

ative who has very little money— 
to have her clothes and traveling 
expenses given her by the bride’s 
mother.
